EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tlie record appears below. Sliould tlie clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Kasey C. Christie on September 25, 2008. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: Claims 2-19, 32-39, 41-46 and 
48 are canceled. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's submission on 7/7/08 including 
amendments to claims 2, 20, 32, 41 and 48. Claims 2-19, 32-39, 41-46 and 48 have 
been canceled. Claims 20-30 have been allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 20-30 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claim 20, Dowling and Goldman disclose determining the current 
location of a portable device and determining the user interface to display in response to 
acquiring this information. A location provider retrieves the information of the current 
location, where Goldman discloses hierarchical tree structure that stores location 
information. Prior art combinations do not properly teach multiple hierarchical trees with 
a first hierarchical tree having uniform standardized representation and a second 
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hierarchical tree with second locations with there being a direct link between the one 
node of each tree as described in the claim 20. 

Since claims 21-30 depend on claim 20 and include all of the limitations of this 
claim, claims 21-30 are considered allowable for the reasons in which claim 20 is 
allowable.
